36. (Amended) A cassette as claimed in claim 32 in combination with a tape

32. (Amended) A cassette [as claimed in claim 3 1, wherein said tape is] for use in 
a printing apparatus comprising a housing in which a reel holding a supply of ink ribbon is 
arranged, said reel being rotatable with respect to said housing and having a plurality of markings 
thereon, said housing being arranged so that said markings are detectable by detecting means 
external to said cassette to provide information relating to the rotation of said reel . 

34. (Amended) A cassette as claimed in claim [3 1] 32, wherein said housing is 
provided with an opening through which said markings are detectable. 

36. (Amended) A cassette as claimed in claim [3 1] 32 in combination with a tape 
printing apparatus as claimed in claim 17.
